This could have been 
a misunderstanding between her and the person taking the information, be- 
cause she did have an accent. 


Also included are copies of the information I compiled to send 
to the Church.of Latter Day Saints and their letter and small study notes 
in return. And last, but most interesting, are the Xerox copies of some 
old photos Mom gave me to use. Some of these are copies of her copies 
since the original was so very big. 


The more I think about the architects--Mom said she had never 
heard of them--the more I vaguely remember her telling me she remembered 
going to visit some relatives that she thought were Kolte or Colte. She 
didn't say anything about it when I asked her the other day but I do re- 
member she once mentioned it when I asked if there were any other rela- 
tives in the country. It might be our lead--although I'm sure I don't 
know what lead it is. The information Grandma carried in her little note- 
book came from Mary and Anthony. 


Happy looking through all of this material and thanks again and 
again for your fine hospitality last week. I really enjoyed all our run- 
ning and all our talking and eating--although the latter really wracked 
on some pounds! (No one ever told me to be a pig.)

Thank you for your letter and your check of September 23, 1974. 


A research survey has been made on your pedigree lines as requested. We 
checked the Temple Records Index Bureau and Church Records Archives to 
determine if other persons have submitted information on your lines. We 
were unable to find any reference to your ancestry in these two files. 


We are enclosing some index cards on the surname Kirchen for possible 
clues as to the origin of this surname. However, the name was also 
spelled Kirch and Kirche, and these spellings are found in several 
communities in Germany and the surrounding areas. 


To begin a search in the records of other countries it is necessary that 
a definite parish or locality be known. It is suggested that all avail- 
able records in the areas in which your ancestors have resided in the 
United States be searched in an effort to learn where they came from. 
When the exact place is determined, we may be able to suggest sources 
and procedures for further research. 


The following record sources may be available to assist in extending

Due to our limited staff and extensive holdings we do not do research. 


We recommend you visit our branch library at Indianapolis, Indiana and search 
copies of microfilm which you may order through the branch \tbrarlan, 


Enclosed is a list of professional genealogists accredited by the Gene- 
alogy Society who are experienced in the records of your area of Interest. 
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Most of these genealogists live in or near Salt Lake City and have access 
to library holdings. If you are interested in these services you should 


contact one or more of them directly. 


The Genealogical Society is attempting to make records available from 
many parts of the world through extensive microfilming projects which 
are currently underway. A microfilm copy of our card catalog showing 
the Library's holdings is available at our branch libraries.
